ect.

ed last February at Dallas and 
approved by congress in August

Oklahoma, 
Kansas, 


Colorado, New Mexico and Illinois.'

For the first time in the 
tournament the champion failed to 
equal or better par for the out- 
gong nine but he won the eighth 
and ninth to square the match and 
then put on a characteristic sub- 
par finish.

der par. He won five of them, get- 
ting birdies on the 10th, 12th and 
15th, with putts of six, 30 and 18 
feet.

sword. And that letter, overflow- 
ing with human tenderness and 
spiritual zeal, was directed to the 
person ho loved most in all the

tmore vital today than most cur- 
rent literature, should have come 
out of the dark, dank den of 
Mamcrtine Prison.

A Young Man's Portrait. 
All we know about Timothy 


comes from Paul's letters. We sec 
Jiim only in a mirror, as it were. 
There is scarcely any other men- 
tion of 'him in the New Testa- 
ment. Nevertheless, so full 
and 


frequent arc Paul's allusions to 
him that we have a clear record 
of the young man's life and ac- 
tivities. 
This case of Paul and Timothy 


Is a historic instance of a lonely 
and aged great man lavishing his 
affection upon a youth for whom 
he hoped and planed a distin- 
guished future. Few younger por- 
Kons recognize the loneliness of 
the aged; or their need to feed 
their spirits upon the vitality of 
yduth. The' desire to continue to 
Jive in another life, and to im- 
part one's mature experience and 
•wisdom to those still able to car- 
ry on in the- .world's activities, 
is pathetically powerful in those 
whose 
own powers are 
failing, 


and whose end is near. One of 
the mysteries of life is that a 
ripe, wise man or woman should 
tie removed 
from

powers seem most valuable. Mod- 
ern business is foolish as well

Yet figures gath 
ered by experts in a nation 
al land survey are impres 
sive. In a survey of nearly 
two billion acres of Ameri 
can soil, just completed by 
the 'Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice, the investigators have 
found more than 50,000,000 
ncres "essentially destroyed 
by wind or water erosion' 
' and useless for further crop 
production. Most 
of 
thi 


ruined land has been culti- 
vated and was formerly 
good soil. 


It means a loss, from bac 


farming methods, of about 
two acres per family for 
our whole population. 


Some of this soil can be 


restored for tillage in time 
Much can be partially re- 
deemed by forestation. That 
is worth doing. But the big 
lesson is the use of better 
methods henceforth in the 
use of land cultivated. 


Owners, actual or pros- 


pective, can get practical 
information along this line 
from the agricultural de- 
partment at Washington or 
their own state capital, and 
even the back-yard garden- 
er can learn something use- 
ful.

the explorer, is amused by 
the fact that whenever he's 
going to tackle a hard job 
in

200" 
yards above the bridge on High- 
way 14,'will be 500 feet long and 
40 feet wide from the foundation 
»nd 17 feet above the present lev- 
el of the Navasota river, he said. 
Water will be backed up over 


700 acres, ranging in depth from 
30 feet to 3 feet. 
All trees will 
be moved from the area, and a 
saw mill will be installed to cut 
the logs into lumber for use in 
other CCC camp projects.

a pension merely because they 
are 65 years old are due a big 
surprise.

They promise to cut the total on 
the pension roll far below the es- 
timated 283,199 persons 65 years 
and older in Texas at present.

SPECIAL SESSION LEGISLATURE 
HAS TWO KNOTTY PROBLEMS IN 
REPEAL AND OLD AGE PENSIONS 


By CHARLES E. SIMONS 


AUSTIN, Sept. 10.—(^—Prohibi- 


tion repeal and adoption of a con- 
stitutional amendment authorizing 
state old age pensions passed two 
knotty problems to the legislature 
for solution at a special session. 


A sharp fight is in prospect over 


methods to control dispensing of 
liquor. The question of obtaining 
revenues to meet old age pension.*), 
in view of the heavy deficit and in- 
creased governmental costs, may 
prove extremely troublesome. 


The struggle over liquor regula- 


tons Is expected to be shairp but It 
may also be short and decisive. It 
is probable that after a majority 
votes for one of two main plans 
opponents will join to give It Im- 
mediate effect. 
One group will propose that 


sales be regulated through a state 
monopoly while another will con- 
tend for a license system. The mo- 
nopoly will find favor with dry 
leaders, aided by some wets, who 
would give all profits to the general 
revenue fund. Leaders in the re- 
peal movement will hold out for 
a system of licenses. 


There is doubt among observers 


which side will be able to muster 
a majority and strong arguments 
are being prepared by adherents of 
the respective plans. 
The fact that any bill that fails 


to obtain a two-thirds majority in 
each house cannot become effec- 
tive 90 days otter the end of the 
session is regarded as sufficient "to 
persuade the defeated faction to 
support the scheme favored by the 
majority. Should a liquor regulation 
measure fail to be put into immedi- 
ate effect the state would lose a 
large amount of revenue. 


It ia believed that leaders of both 


groups will have little trouble In 
agreeing on restrictions on liquor 
dispensaries after a test on the 
monopoly 
and 
license 
systems. 


Prohibition 
repeal leaders
